social prayer meeting. While in some 

Churches, it is maintained with a peculiar iu- 

terest, in others it is neglected altogether. 

The injunction, “ Forsake not the sssembling 

of yourselves together,” no doubt primar 

reference to those assemblages of Christiane, 
which were so common in apostolic days, for 
prayer and praise and mutual instruction and 
exhortation. The preaching of the word has 
its first, most important place, but it can by 
no means become a substitute for the social 

prayer meeting. . 

In the midst of the week, when business bas 
filled the mind, and the beart is made worldly 
by sugcess,-or is corroded by disappointment 
and embittered through intercourse with selfish 
men, it is most soothing and excellent to enter 

a room filled with those of christian purposes, 
and who have come together for an end similar 
to our own. At first the mind wrestles with 
its cares which it could not leave all behind. 
Had the closet been first visited, the prayer 
room might have been entered with a spirit 
wholly free: As the exercises progress the 
essembly begins to give evidence that the 
hearts of men are in that place, and not away 
about fheir business, nnd in their haunts and 
homes. The voice rolls out heartily but with 
mellowed tone, in the hymn that is sung. A 
familiar passage is read from Scriptare, but 
new emphasis and our own reflections give 
fresh and new meaning to the words. The 
voice of pleading prayer forms a delightful 
contrast to the noise of traffic, whose rumble 
has scarcely yet died out from the mind, or to 
the voice of strife where echo only remains. 
The spirit of the assembly warms as the hour 
advances. It is not excitement, but a glow of 
interest that gives birth to every precious 
thought and feeling and purpose. The few 
well-timed words tell of trials and yet rejoic- 
ings; of temptations, and yet progress; of sin, 
but of hope. Tbe name of “ brother” grows 
more meaning. The name of Jesus becomes 
sweeter. The mind is instructed by the varied 
expressions of men not there disposed to glass 
their words; every grace is enlivened by tbe 
renewed sense of the excellency of that central 
grace, charity ; every good purpose is strengtł- 
ened by the consciousness of a reality that lies 
inside of the shell and husk-world of trade and 
ambition. All ure drawn closer to each other 
and to the Savior ; and they go forth to the 
world to carry the impressions there reccived 
through all the- week. The hour thus passed 
is not a reluctant one. The Christain cannot 
help falling in sympathy with the spirit of the 
assembly, and with the spirit of the Master 
of assemblies.” 

Those who are not Christians enjoy such a 
meeting, and they bear away an impression in 
favor of religion, more favorable perhaps than 
they can obtain in any glowing, entrancing 
exhibition of it from the pulpit. It is a prac 
tical exposition. The voice which it speaks is, 
Come with us and we will do thee good.” 
“ See how these Ohbristians love one another.” 
Multitudes have received their deepest im- 
pressions in favor of religion, at the meeting 
of social prayer and free conference. We 
know of those in this city who make no pro- 
fession of religion, but who attend the prayer 
meetiog of the Church from real interest in it. 
We would that every Church in the State main- 
tained a living prayer meeeing. Its very at- 
mosphere is redolent of christian faith and love, 
and gives evidence of the presence of the spirit 
of God. 

Not all our impressions of the prayer meet- 
ing indeed are thus lively and grateful. We 
can remember the dragging of tedious hours, 
watches were frequently and restlessly drawn 
out; when the meeting was too long; the 
chapter too long; the prayers too long; the 
remarks too long, and every thing heartless, 
prosy and in the spirit of cant and formality: 
Bat in this state of things, each one has some 

' gbare of the blame. It is each Ohristian’s 
duty to goto the prayer meeting, carrying 
with him that spirit which shall give interest 
to the public assembly. Each one omn bear or 
should be ready to beara part. His life, his 
experience of the week, has given him a peni- 
tential pslam or a hymn of praise, or an inter- 
pretation of Scripture, or something whereby 
one may edify others. It requires not the 
special preparation of the study of cOmmenta- 
ries, it requires not rhetoric and oratory, but 
the observant mind, a nature impressible by 
the word and spirit, and a heart prone to praise

built in better order, with better structures, 
more conformed to the taste, and with more 
substantial materials.

ergy of the people, especially in the improve- 
ment of door-yards, and even farms, 
around the place. Good land for gardening is 
limited in the region, the whole serface being 
much broken into hills, some two bundred feet 
high. Yet all over the gentler elevations, even 
where it seemed difficult to irrigate, numerous 
fruit trees have been this spring set out, until 
it appears that if all are successfally cultivated 
to the season of bearing, there will be no lack 
of an abundance of peaches, apples, pears and 
currents, with other fruits, for home consump- 
tion; a good supply for regions high in the 
mountains. The families in the immediate vi- 
cinity probably number two bundred and 
twenty, exclusive of others in smaller towns a 
mile or more distant. The larger portion of 
these have long talked of going back to eastern 
hemes, but yet they stay; while we hear less 
and less said of such a return, each time we 
visit ; indeed, on the occasion of this last, 
searcely was the subject referred to, yet we did 
hear of many new families who were coming 
from the east to make this place their home. 
A few more years, and we doubt not the mead 
of praise will be given California es the most 
lovely and desirable portion for permanent res- 
idence in the whole Union. The place sup- 
ports three or four schools throughout the year; 
a select school taught by Rev. Mr. Wheeler in 
the upper town, another for girls in the lower 
taught by Mrs. Cole; the third a large district 
school also in the lower town, and perhaps 
another. There are three churches, a Presby- 
terian, with a larq and increasing congrega- 
tion, having as pastor the Rev. Mr. Frear; a 
Methodist, well attended, under the care of 
Rev, Mr. Caldwell, and a Calvinistic Baptist 
in the upper part, enjoying the services of Rev. 
Mr. Wheeler. The two first have good houses 
of worship completed, and all three have inter- 
esting Sunday Schools in connection with 
weekly divine worship. We bad the privilege 
of attending, while here, a donation party io 
favor of Rev. Mr. Caldwell, where free from 
the bow] that intoxicates, and the senseless 
dance, the evening was spent delightfully in 
free, social conversation and pleasant inter- 


dollars in money, and near another in substan- 
tial conveniencies for living, attested the enjoy- 
ment of all in the exercises of the evening, and 
the interest felt in the object of the gathering.

Such a meet- 
ing is worth toa people and a community a 
hundred fold more than a circus or a theatre, 
the last especially, while also it often costs 
four times less. May the first greatly increase, 
but these last utterly fall. - 

The mountains rise round about Placerville 
something we suppose, like “the mountains 
round about Jerusalem,” but probably not so 
rugged. A long, high rafige passes by from 
theeast to the south bending round to the 
southwest, very steep, but covered with soil 
and once with a dense growth of pines, now 
generally cut away. To the west round to 
the northeast, bill after hill rises up and shuts 
out the view of the mountains beyond. 

Coon Hottow.—Over the high range to the 
south one mile, is the oldest and most system- 
atic, deep hydraulic mining locality in the 
State, called Coon Hollow. The high spur 
has been gradually washed back till the per- 
pendicular bank is over ninety feet high and 
that of the hydraulic apparatus about one hun- 
dred and thirty, On each side of the spur, 
and at the point in regular manner, the mining 
proceeds till the mountain of two or three hun- 
dred feet high may be washed wholiy away. 
Many believe that all the high ranges in this 
vicinity around Placerville, may be profitably 
mined, giving work for an immense population 
for years to come, when the price of wages shall 
have been reduced to a dollar a day, as at the 
east. Such a day will surely come when the 
cost of living being proportionably diminished, 
a vast people shall inhabit these healthy moun- 
tain regions and wake the echoes of the hills 
in praise to the God of Nature and of grace 
for bis most beautiful gifts.

t everything. In the midst of Uritverse of | 
marvels, thirsting for knowledge and- desiring 
a sympathizing communion with something, 
the soul addresses itself immediately to na- 
ture—tecognizing, by intuition, those secret 
affiliations that link the two. repelling condi- 
tions of life, nature and spirit. Every other 
faculty seems to be baptized in the prismatic 
splendors of the imagination and to be eclipsed 
by it. Thus every object in nature and all its 
unseen forces, all the impulses and emotions, 
the affections and passions of the haman heurt, 
are at once petsonfied. Imaginative Psyche 
transcends her conscious oimnipotence over 
material and brute forms, and, assuming a su- 
preme prerogative, proceeds to a genesis of her 
own, and peoples all the world around ber 
with spiritual bewgs—sentient, but unseen. 
She assigns them their several thrones, gives 
them their peculiar organism aud functions, 
and establishes their relations with the human 
life. Thus the mythical creations of all ages 
stand forth, the evolution of the human soul, 
as the objective universe around us manifests 
the thoughts of the subjective Deity. In that 
mythology, when thesun rises in royal splendor 
upon the earth, he does not come simply as an 
inanimate object in nature, but is investéd 
with personality, and Pheebus A ppollo, Light- 
bearer, with winged coursers, rides up the 
heavens. Again, in the order of nature, the 
world is enveloped in shadows—not as a sim- 
ple recurrent law, but the Night advances, a 
queenly figure solemn, authoritative; yet a 
beneficent being, the care-soothing Angel, vail- 
ed with a starry mantle. Then Hesperus takes 
his station close by the gates of light, and 
“ Endymion’s planet rises on the air.” So the 
fountain, leaping in light upon the hill, the 
stream, the river, the great sea that em- 
bosoms them all; the mountain and the cloud 
that robes it; the black tempest, the awe- 
thrilling thunder, the lightning, dreadful in its 
instant passage; the whispering air, the 
gloom inspiring forest and cave, all are pos- 
sessed by Divinities that are immortal, and 
may have communion with the immortal and 
creative soul. They speak and tell her their 
secrets. 

This splendor and illusion, which the imag- 
ination flashes over everything, is the element 
and ground of beauty. And this province of 
beauty thus forms a kind of plane of inter- 
communication between the sensuous and 
psychal life; and there those two opposing 
and infinitely distant conditions seem to be- 
come united, though by gossamer lines, and to 
be recociled. From thence the yearning unsat- 
isfied spirit receives the first intimations of its 
eternity, the highest reach toward à revela- 
tion: for Hope, looking constantly into the 
clear empyrean sbove her, whispers to the 
anxious Psyche that she certainly was brought 
hither over those hyaline seas, and prophesies 
to ber that oe day she shall go home again to 
that remembered splendor. 

Bat anterior to, and since the dawn, of reve- 
lation, the Hope of humanity has looked into 
this realm of Beauty for {signs of promise for 
the emancipation of the human mind from 
error, superstition, idolatry, and degradation, 
giving toit ideals that are above it. dt has 
80 little affinity with sense and such anticipa- 
tions of a paradise beyond, that Hope loves to 
dwell there. She bathes in the celestial light 
that invests everything there, and is sustained 
in that purified atmosphere by an invisible 
ambrosia. 

Enthusiasm is called the child of Hope— 
therefore, Enthusiasm has its birthplace in this 
realm of the imagination; and, as Hope, like 
a silver star, illumines the darkness wherever 
it rises, so its child dissipates all shadow from 
the brow of labor, and, singing on its passage 
through life, makes a pathway of light and 
song through the ruggedest fields of toil. 
Thus, poetically, Enthusiaem has its origin. 

Philosophically considered Enthusiasm, 
speaking generally, appears under two forms, 
or is defined under two heads, in accordance 
with its freedom from, or its subservience to 
the authority of reason. Specifically all the 
various manifestations of it, range themselves 
under one or the other of these divisions. Sub. 
ject to the sapremacy of the reason and enlist- 
ed in its service, Enthusiasm is a glorified 
passion. In its untamed flights, roving at its 
own wild will, it may be a folly and a lanacy— 
but the same power still to be condemned, of 
course, because an outlaw, and scarcely amena- 
ble to any decalogue. Its etymology is from 
the Greek words en and theos, conveying the 
idea, at once, that it is an inspiration of the 
Divine Spirit—an in-breathng of God.— 
Hence the first definition, as given by Web- 
ster and other lexicographers, viz.: “ A belief, 
or conceit, of private revelation: the vain 
confidence of a“persoa that he has u special 
Divine communication from the Supreme Be 
ing.” This belief has been the origio of many 
forms of religious enthusiasm of the worst 
type—the parent of much delusion and mis- 
chief in the Christian Church. The founda- 
tions of ‘the Mormon faith, the central power 
of the pilgrimages to Mecca, and, perhaps, 
that of the Orusades of the Middle Ages, lies 
here. Among Individuals the remarkable case 
of the Maid of Orleaus is an instance. | 
Locke's definition that enthusiaam is found- 
ed, neither on reason nor Divine revelation, 
bat rises from the conceit of a warm or over- 
weening imagination, is correct as a general 
one. Kant, the high priest of metaphys icians, 
“to speak of whose philosophy,” says one, is 
to name the philosophy of Germany, says: | 
“ Enthusiasm is always connected with the 
senses whatever be the object that excites it; 
the trae strength of virtue is serenity of mind, 
combined with a deliberate and steadfast de- 
termination to execute het laws. That is the 
healthful condition of the moral life. On 
other hand Enthusiasm, even when excited by 
representations of goodness, is a feverish but 
brilliant glow, which leaves only exhaustion 
and languor behind.” 

Taylor, in his Natural History of Enthusi- 
asm, says, the Enthusiast passes through life 
in a sort of somnambslency, smiling and 
as he goes ; unconscious of whatever 
is real, and busy only with whatever is fun- 
tastic; and, though constantly treading on |

though the soul may be set on fire with the 
velécity of ita Wovelneut in pursuit’ of 
ehosen object. “If the objects which excite 
the ardor of the mind are substantial, and, if 
the mode of pursuit be truly condacive to 
théir attainment, if, in a word, all be real and 


then, with him, henceforth call that pleasurable 
emetfon which is excited in noble intellects by 
the pursuits of Astronomy, Chemistry, Con- 
structive Music, Ke., by another name than 
Enthusiasm, for they are all under the unalter- 
able law of strict science, where there can be 
no calculation which reason condemns, and 
where imagination can never enter. We must, 
then, no longer talk of the enthasiasm of such 
men as Columbus, Halley, Harvey, Davy, 
Beethoven, Leveriér, Audubon. W hatever 
energy of soul they manifested, it was not en- 
thubiasm, by such definitions. We must, then, 
place Eothusiasm without the pale of virtues 
and send it to wauder with lunatics in desolate 
places, or upon mad campaigns. Because, 
forsooth, we may trace its pedigree to the 
senses—we must copdemn it to dwell forever 
with the low and vulgar, never allowing it, for 
once, to enter the court where reason presides, 
lest the “ divine oracle” should be desecrated. 
And when we see, even afar off, this Child of 
Hope, appearing with radiant eye, we must 
cry out with conservative anxiety, “ Behold, 
this dreamer cometh.’ We must no more lov- 
ingly speak of Schiller—self-appointed to mar- 
tyrdom—as fulfilling his chosen mission with 
enthusiasm, though, from the moment of his 
departure, bis apotheosis was established upon 
this identical virtue, and he canonized, as the 
noblest consecration that Germany (and there- 
fore, the world,) ever saw laid upon that altar. 
Few would call him a mad man, though he 
turned night into day to accomplish his pur- 
pose; and few bat would deny that the quality 
of his zeal should be called anything else bat 
evthusiasm. Though it be a heat of the imag- 
ination, essentially violent, is it any less enthu- 
siasm when subordinate to reason? We pre- 
fer to reject such definitions as too exclusive 
and limited, and call the quality of excitenent 
by its natural name, with whatever order of 
intellect it be connected. 

A second definition will place it in its true 
light, when manifest in a great character : 

“It is a violent excitement of the miod in 
pursuit of some object, inspiring extraordinary 
hope and confidence of success. Hence the 
same heat, chastened by reeson or experience, 
becomes a noble passion—an elevated fancy, 
a warm imaginntion, an ardent zeal, that forms 
sublime ideas that prompts to the ardent 
pursuit of laudable objects. Such is the 
enthusiasm of the poet, the painter, and the 
sculptor—such the enthusiasm of the orator 
patriot, hero, and Obristian.” . 

Under this division of the subject will natu- 
rally fall all those manifestations of this constt- 
tutional weakness, when it is connected with a 
high order of iatellect. Bat, it will still retain 
its essential nature and name though in the 
service and bondage of the judgment. The 
views of some distinguished analysts will cor- 
roborate this position. Mrs. Ellet; speaking 
of this impulsive quality of our nature, sa vs: 
“ Enthusiasm, as it belongs, intrinsically, to a 
lofty nature, and, tempered with judgment, is 
the very essence of greatness—can never be 
the proper object of contempt. Like votive 
fire, it may consume the temple that ensbrines 
it, but its very ashes are holy.” Thus, what 
may be a folly and extravagance in common 
minds, producing delusion and fictitious senti- 
ment, becomes, with robust intellects, a noble 
passion—a sublime power. The biographer 
of Schiller invests it with a similar dignity,and 
connects it with great spirits by like relations. 
He says, There is something beautifal and 
moving in the aspect of a noble enthusiasm 
fostered in the secret soul amid obstructions 
and depressions, and, at length, bursting forth 
with an overwhelming force, to accomplish its 
appointed end. The impediments which long 
hid it are become the testimonies of its power. 
The very meanness, and ignorance, and error, 
which still, in part, adhere to it, incréases our 
sympathy without diminishing our admiration. 
It seems the triumph hardly contested, and hot 
wholly carried, but still the triumph of human 
volition over material necessity.” Here, again, 
is it an element of greatness, bearing the stamp 
of nobility, and ranked among the excellent 
components in the substructure of character. 
And, there can be no doubt but such an ele- 
ment and motive-agent is requisite, in the edi- 
fication of a trae manhood; in the shaping 
forth of a magnanimous spirit, come iato this 
world for a great purpose—entering into time 
upon an appointed mission. And if, under 
some forms of development, it be, indeed,nought 
but a “brilliant glow”—a weakness—even a 
madgess, a fever of the mind, that leaves only 
debility ; yet that very impotency is a power 
however paradoxical this may sound—not to 
be despised or hissed away, with whatever do- 
gree of intellectual development it may be con- 
nected, feeble or mighty. A power, moreover, 
without which, the other powers of the mind, 
however glorious, lie like positive inertia. 
That is a power—though it be an evil one 
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with that glow—thoagh the light, ia 5

It wasfentbusiasm in excess, 
bat demonstrates what may come of enthasiasm 
under government. | 
What else is it, but this ideal Aurora that 
glimmers over the darkness—over the arctic 
nights of despair—over the uomeasured and 
immeasurable distances of time and space, that 
send u paralysis upon common souls, which 
magnifies the great purpose, in a purple atmos 
phere, and seems to establish promise. upon 
eternal bases; which encircles with a glory 
the distant end seen from the beginning. What 
but precisely this, that has furnished the cheer- 
ing impulse, the common element of action, to 
straggling genius in every century of Time? 
that bas inspired it to hope to the very ulti- 
mate of human endurance? that has drawn it 
through poverty, persecation and slavery, suf- 
ficient to crush an angel? necessity the most 
abject, inquisition the most infamous, and 
bondage the most absolute! What else could 


render at all endurable the stale crust, un-

Nicaragua News. 
The account from Walker and his party, 
brought by the Sierra Nevada and John L. 
Stephens, are somewhat conflict ing. By the 
first-named vessel, direct from San Jaan del 
Sud, we were informed that Walker’s prospects 
were never. better; that before this time, the 
transit was io his hands; that he had taken 
one of the river steamers from his opponents, 
captured an important fortress on the river, 
and repeated!y defeated the Costa Ricans, who 
were deserting from the San Jorge, the bead- 
quarters of their army. On the other hand, 
the Bullet in publishes letters received by the 
Stephens, from which we learn that the defeats 
and desertions of the Costa Ricans were all 
incorreet—the deserters being from Walker's 
party, and to give proof to the fact, the names 
of one hundred and seventy men are given,who 
left Walker to his fate, and went from Nicara- 
gua in thesteamer Panama on their way to the 
Eastern States—their passages being paid by 
the Costa Rica government. The success of 
Walker's friends on the Transit route is said 
to be limited to taking a place, defended by 
only thirty-five men, aud an old steamboat that 
required the continued labor of ten men to keep 
from sinking. The fort, at San Carlos, that 
commands the Lake and river navigation, is 


Said to be strongly garrisoned by the forces of 


the Allied Central-American States, who are 
daily increasing theirarmies. The fact that 
these forces actually attacked Walker, in his 
stronghold at Rivas, goes far to sustain the in- 
formation derived from them, and to discredit 
the flattering stories brought by the Sierra Ne. 
vada

Comparative Insignificance of the State 

Debt. 

From a speech delivered by Mr. Shaw, in 
the Senate, on the resolution recently passed 
declaring that the debt of the State should be 
paid, and that immediate provision should be 
made for its payment, we extract the fol. 
lowing, settiog forth the debts of other States, 
aod showing that the debt of some of the lar- 
ger cities of the Union exceeds the amount 
which the State of California owes: 

The debt of the State is nothing—trifling. 
Why, the poor impoverished town of San Fran- 
cisco owes more than the whole of the State 
debt. I have the official statement of the 
debts of some of the Eastern cities—or what 
was the debt in 1856—which I will read to the 
Senate : 

New York, $13,960,000; Baltimore, 611, 
672,000; Boston, $7,195,000; Cincinnati, 
$3,429,000 ; New Orleans, $11,623,000 ; Phil- 
adelphia, $19,870,000 ; St. Louis, $3,903,000. 

So much for the cities—some of them owing 
three or five times as much as the debt of this 
State. I that the entire debt of the 
State is trifling... It would cost us _five times the 
amount in fulure years if we repudiated this 
debt. The value of our credit and our national 

would be worth a great deal more than 
amount of thisdebt. 1 regret that the Su- 
preme Court deemed it necessary to decide 
that it was unconstitutional, because it could 
soon otherwise have been provided for withou t 
any disturbance. I will now read to the Sen-

MEMORANDA. A. 

The Pacific Mail Company's steamer John 
L. Stephens, R. H. Pierson, Esq., Commander, 
sailed from Panama March I6th, at 8 r. u., 
with U. S. Mails and passengers per steamer 
Illinois, from New York, March 5th, and the 
Granada, from New Orleans, same date. The 
railroad being in excellent order, the passen- 
gers crossed the Isthmus in three hours, and 
were all safely landed on board this steamer by 
the Oompany’s Steam Ferry boat Toboga. 

The United States sloop of war Cyane still 

remains at Aspinwall, and the U. 8. frigate 
Independence and sloop of war Decatur are at 
Panama, to insure passengers by this route a 
safe transit across the Isthmus. 
The steamer Panama, J. M. Dow, Esq., Com- 
mander, from Oentral America, arrived at 
Panama March 14th, with 130 deserters from 
Walker's army, the majority of which belonged 
to the Mounted Rangers’ They were sent out 
on @ foraging expedition by Walker, well 
mounted and armed, and were indaced to de- 
sert by a proclamation issued by the Governor 
of Costa Rica. The proclamation offers to all 
deserters from Walker's ranks a free passage 
to the Atlantic States. ‘he men say they 
were kindly treated by the Costa Ricans.

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The amazingly rapid progress of our young 
and noble State in all the elements of material 
prosperity has been followed, though not with 
equal steps, by an advance of morals. The 
amount of crime, especially the ‘bolder and 
viler sorts, has been greatly lessened ; peacefal 
Christian homes now begin to whiten our hill- 
sides and plains ; schools to fill and flourish ; 
and where, a few short years ago, there was 
not one, there are now more than six scores, 
of those whose office it is to preach that free 
word of God, which, like the sun, illuminates, 
purifies, invigorates, gladdens and adorns, the 
nation where it shines. But, just asin one 
new region the soil is overshaded with gloomy 
trees, which, when properly hewn, form the 
fences, dwellings, and utensils of the people ; 
on, as in another, it is filled with masses of 
rock, which, when quarried and laid, rise into 
solid and noble edifices, pave the highways, 
assume a thousand ends of permanent useful- 
ness and beauty, or, even when cast in the 
flashing torrent, raise its level, and create valu- 
able powers that soon concentrate wealth, 
and population, and enterprise; so, too, we 
bave had thrown upon our territory a shape- 
less material, cold, unwieldy and dark, but 
which judgment, skill and patience may surely 
make of inestimable value, whether to com- 
merce, or agrieuitare, or manufactures. 

The Chinese population, on the other band, 
groan and cry out, though their artieGlations 
are little understood by us, wi 28 
grievous burthens, hardships and ‘roubles. 
Within the last two years, their condition has 
‘greatly improved; they are employed in many 
edvantageous ways; the ignorant and filthy 
have ceased to spew, in the newspaper or the 
bar-room, upon their timid helplessness ; and 
they are becoming more settled, prosperous, 
and contented. The greatest stumbling-block, a 
rock of offence in their way and in ours, is now 
the exclusion of their testimony from our 
courts of justice, in suits in which whites are 
parties. They are thus a tempting prey to all 
the depraved classes with which a new eoun- 
try, and especially a country rich in native 
precious metals, must abound. 1 bey are the 
spoil of villains of every race and hue. Our 
industrious classes are injured by their flacta- 
tions avd losses. Every branch of business 
suffers. Society is kept uneasy and shifting. 
All must feel the injuries of one member ; as, 
if what appears to others an insignificant source 
of suffering continues to press and wound even 
a foot or toe, tion at length must 
ensue, and then constitutional disturbance, 
or of life, 

The settlement of the questions involved in 
the grant to the Chinese of the privilege o 
testifying, on oath, against whites, is attended 
with some difficulties. And yet I have thought 
that the chief lay in, first, the want of popu- 
lar information in regard.to some of the tenets 
and practices of the Chinese; “second, the not 
clearly discerning, and applying to a new case, 
some of the radical principles of our own sys- 
tem of justice. It is stepping out of my 
place to engage in the consideration of some of 
these points, and I regret that those better 
qualified have not elucidated them. But the 
claims upon me, in behalf of the Christian 
community, of the distressed race among whom 
my labors are spent, and of all who seriously 
think upon the present miserable and disor- 
dered state of things, are urgent. It is enough 
to fill any ond with horror and ‘anxiety. A 
“plea,” addressed to your Honorable body 
last winter, in relation to Chinese matters, 
was thought to have furnished some useful 
information and suggestions: You will, I 
hope, impute it, then, to no spirit of obtra- 
siveness, but to g deep sense of personal and 
special obligation, if I take up this remaining 
and important subject of Chinese testimony, 


and carefully examine the common objections. 


to its reception. In attempting to explain 
them, may I not ask that, while you reject 
what is incorrect, what is evidently reasonable 
and true may receive the candid consideration 
which becomes the subject, and your elevated 
position as Legislators for the welfare of a great 
and advancing State, whose influence is felt 
over the Republic. 


1. It is objected to the admission of Ohi- 
nese testimony that they are pagans, and in- 
sensible to the religious obligations of an oath. 

But this originates from an insufficient ac- 
quaintance with their religion. The most pro- 
minent feature of the great idolatrous system 
ofBuddhism is that good and evil shall be recom- 
pensed exactly, and iu kind, by the tribunals of 
the unseen state. I might quote,if time allowed, 
from the minute specifications of fatare punish- 
ment contained in Chinese books.  Gluttons 
and debauchees, for instance, are represented 
as plunged in lakes of blood and filth; those 
that board grain, as changed into starving 
brates; those that have deceived and deluded 
the young, as freezing in lakes of ice; those 
eruel to beasts, as devoured by them in turn; 
and those guilty of lying and falsehood, as hav- 
ing their tongues tora out by the roots, or 
pierced through with a red hot iron dagger. 
In some respects pagans are more apprehen- 
sive of the punishment of evil, both in this life 
and in that to come, than the mass of nominal 
“QObristians.” * Si * * 


That it is a right, according to our English 
Common Law, for pagans and for Asiatics to 
be allowed the oath, is wellknown. Starkie, on 
Evidence, says, “All persons may be sworn who 
believe in the existence of God, a future state 
of rewards and punishments, and in the obliga- 
tion of an oath.” This is generally understood 
to inclade pagans, especially those of the 
Buddhist and Brahmanic creeds, who acknow. 
ledge a Supreme Moral Governor above all the 
gods, and one or more tribunals, before which 
an exact account must be given of every act 
in the body; and who appeal to him and to 
other deities by oath. In the case of Omichund 
vs. Barker, it is laid down as a principle, that 
any belief other than Obristianity which ac 
knowledged a supreme and fatare Judge justi- 
fied the admission of an oath; and that it is to be 
administered in any mode that may be binding 
on the conscience. An atheist may not be 
sworn. Bat, says the report of the cas, at 
this day it seems to be settled, that 


of any kind doth not go to [against] the compe- 
petency ofa witness.” Redfield says,‘ this must 


according to'their own ceremonies, “ by stoop- 
ing don and touching the shoes of their 
priests.” Lord Mansfield, alluding to this and 
others similar, says that since then “ the na- 
tare of an appeal to Heaven; which ought to be 
wed asa full sanction to evidence, has been 
fully understood.

a Mahometan, or a pagan of any name, 
believe in the existefice d God, ‘as above de- 
fioed, may feel the s&nction of an oath as bind- 
ing on his conscience as the most devout Chris- 
tian.” Pagans of perhaps every important 
nation of Asia have been admitted to testimo- 


| oy. in English and American courts. Lord 
2 Brougham and others, of the most enlightened 


jodges, have sanctioned the admission of the 
testimony of Chinese, who have of late years 
been often brought into the courts by the now 


extensive commerce with their empire. In 
1899, 2 Chinese witness, named Ayuk, was 


sworn in the Marine Oourt of the city of New 


York, by reading an extraet from some sacred 


book. of his religion, and then dashing vehe 
mently to the ground a Chinaware cup, which 
was “of course broken in pieces.” Bat illus- 
trations need not be multiplied to prove that 
the admission of their testimony must be held 
to bes right in Common Law until changed by 
statute. 


It is a right which the State of California. 
following the examples of several others in the 
Union, solemnly recognizes, when she says : 
(Practice Act, 1856 ; 3192.) “ No person of- 
fered as a witness shall be excluded on account 
of his opinions or matters of religious belief.” 
And allowing the exceptions which he does, of 
those who have committed crimes which made 
them technically “infamous,”or are “interested,” 
the great motto of the Common Law, as given in 
the words of its illustrious Commentator, (3 
Blackstone; p. 369.) should be blazened on 
the walls of every hall of justice: All. wrr- 
NESSES, OF WHATEVER RELIGION OR COUNTRY, 
THAT HAVE THE USE OF THEIR REASON, ARE TO 
BE RECEIVED AND EXAMINED.” 

2. It is objected that the principles and 
usages of Chinese society and government are 
so different from our own as to virtually dis- 
qualify that people from understanding or con- 
forming to ours. But does this interfere in the 
least, granting it, in all its force, with the abil- - 
ity a native of that empire has to know when 
an injury is done, or with his capacity to truth- 
fally state what that injury is? It does not 
come within the ban of the Common Law, 
which (Greenleaf says, 1:427) “rejects the tes- 
timony, Ist, of parties; 2d, of persoms deficient 


in understanding, 34, of persons insensible to 


the obligations. of an oath; 4th, of persons 
whose pecnniary interest is directly involved 
in the matter at issde.“ 

It is not true however that there is such a 
@ dissimilarity in the principles and usages of 
the two nations. The fundamental design of 
justice must be to render au equivalent penalty 
fora wrong. The rule of the Old Testament 
was“ life for life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, 
hand for hand, foot for foot, burning for burn- 
ing, wound ſor wound, stripe for stripe.” (Ex. 
21:24,25.) The nature and object of judicial 
testimony then obvidusly demanded that at 
least an equal penalty should be inflicted upon 
the crime of bearing false witness ; for this 
was an offence of double heinousness, since it 
added to the guilt of designing or inflicting an 
injury upon another, that of its accomplish- 
ment under the sacred name of justice and un- 
der the protection of society. The ancient 
law therefore provided, that “ if a false witness 
rise up against any man, to testify against him 
that which is wrong—the judges shall make 
diligent inquisition ; and, behold if the witness 
be a false witness,and hath testified falsely 
against his brother, then shall ye do unto him 
as he had thought to do unto his brother—and 
thine eye shall not pity; but life shall go for 
life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, 
foot for foot.” (Deut. 19:16-21.) Upon this plain 
principle of universal justice our laws against 
perjury are founded; though a departure from 
the applicatidns of it must be rendered necessa- 
ry by we advancement of society from a sim- 
ple pastoral state; by the multiplication and’ 
complication of crimes and courts and canons : 
and by our differeot modes of punishment.— 
Nevertheless the kind and extent of the penal- 


ties for perjury must always be made an equiv- 


alent of the penalties which a false charge does, 
or seeks to, bring down upon the innocent. On 
the other hand, in Ohina, the original, Asiatic, 
patriarchal shape in which the principle was 
first applied remains almost unmodified. 

In the Ta-tsing-leu-lee, or Penal Code of the 
Ta-tsing Dynasty, now on the throne of Chins, 
which has been pronounced by European ja- 
rists to be not excelled in completeness and 
efficiency by that of any European country, we 
have a careful definition of the punishment of 
false witness, and a table of eighteen degrees of 
it, commencing with ten strokes of the bam- 
boo. The following extract from the Transla- 
tiont by Sir Geo. Thos. Staunton, (London, 
1810, pp.364-5.) gives an idea of the whole sec- 
tion bearing upon the subject: 

„ Whoever lays before « magistrate a false 
and malicious information, in which some per- 
son ig expreasly charged with a crime punisha- 
ble with any number of blows, not exceeding 
50, shall suffer a punishment two degrees more 
severe than that which the accused would have 
merited had the accusation been true. — If the 
crime faleely alleged was pupishable with more 
‘than 50 blows, or with temporary or perpetual 
banishment, the punishment of the accuser 
shall be three degrees more severe than that to 
which the accused is rendered liable ; but shall 
not, in these, or in any of the preceding cases, 
be so increased as to become capital. 

' When the accused person, having been con- 
demned upon such false accusation as afore- 
said, shall have proceeded to the place to which 
he had been sentenced to be either temporarily 
or perpeteally banished ; although he should 
have been afterwards speedily recalled on a 
discovery of his innocence, an estimate shall 
be made and verified before the magistrate, of 
the expenses he may have incurred by his 
journey, that the false accuser may be compel- 
led to reimburse him to the full amount; and 
the false accuser shall likewise be obliged to 
redeem, or re-purchase for him, any lands or 
ged to defray such expenses.— Moreover, if 
such unmerited banishment should occasion 
the death of any of the relations of the inno- 
cent person, who may have followed him to his 
destination, the false accuser shall suffer death, 
by being strangled ; and besides the reichburse- 
ment aforesaid, half his remaining property 
shall be forfeited to the use of the innocent 
person. — When any person is falsely accused 
of a capital offence, and upon such accusation 
has been condemned and executed, the false 
accuser shall be either strangled or beheaded,

And 
again it is added (in Art. 2261) : “ The cir- 
cumstance of the witness being a free 
colored person is not a sufficient cause to con- 
sider a witness as incompetent, but may, 
according to circumstances, diminish the 
extent of his credibility.” 


tional objection is now urged against admit- 
ting Indians to citizenship” in some forms, both 
in the Northern and Southern States. This 
may be illustrated by the last report of the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, Who states in 
regard to the Wyandots residiog in Kansas, 
that the prospect is that ere long “ their tri- 
bal state will be dissolved, and they will be- 
come citizens of the United States. 

In the application of these principles to the 
case of Chinese testimony, I insist, however, 

First : that it is a violation of all right to 
include Asiatics in the category of either In- 
dians or negroes. They are as far removed 
Ethnologically from either variety of the hu- 
man race as we are. The relationship of the 
extensive Mongolian stock, as every one knows 
who is acquainted with their countless West- 
ward migrations since the earliest ages, is fall 
as close with most of the people of Europe, 
as with our Indian or the negro. If the QOhi- 
nese are Indians, then we are Indians; if the 
Chinese are negroes, then we are negroes. But, 
without reference to the origin of the races, 
this confusion of what is distinct, this danger- 
ous mode of construing law by expediency 
and policy, meets with the severe reprobation 
of every sound lawyer. “Statutes, for any 
cause, disabling any persons of full age and 
sound mind to make contracts, are to be con- 
straed strictly : for, though founded iu policy, 


are a derogation of private rights.” And “stat- 
utes made in derogation of the Common Law, 
are to be construed strictly.” 3 Curtis; U. 
S. Digest, p. 486.)
